GREAT HOPE OF COMPROMISE! 



Saturday Evening, G.l p, m. 
By stage just arrived, hare four day's' 
later news from the Atlantic States, which 
we give below ■ 

San Francisco, February 21. 
The Pony Express arrived at Fort Church- 
ill at half-past 12 o'clock this morning, bring- 
ing telegraphic dates from St. Louis, via Fort 
Kearney, to the 9ih instant. 

St. Louis, via Fort Kearney, ) 
Saturday, Feb. 9lh. J 
Nothing important has occurred since Ihe 
telegraphic despatch by the last Pony Ex- 
press. 

The Union men have carried the Virginia 
Convention triumphantly, The secession- 
ists elected only about thirty ur forty mem- 
bers. 

It is understood that a great majority of 
those elected stand on the Crittenden amend- 
ments, or as equivalent, an ultimatum, if 
this is not conceded, they will go for sub- 
mitting the question to the people. 

The Convention is still in session with 
closed doors. No decided steps have yvt 
been taken. 

Ex-President Tyler, on taking the chai : 
as President, made a highly conservative 
speech, which gave great satisfaction to ihe 
Republicans, and strengthened the hopes of 
the Union men. 

Several additional Slates have sent dele- 
gates to the Convention, which is increasing 
in popular favor. 

No collision has taken place anywhere. 
All is quiet at Pensacola, where a truce has 
been concluded and the State troops with- 
drawn. 

Charleston is quiet also. Fort Sumpter 
has not been reinforced, 

Col. Hayne and Lieut. Hall havo left 
Washington. 

The ultimatum ol South Carolina has 
been presented and responded to. 

The President says that he has no power 
to negotiate for the surrender of government 
properly, which lie is bound by law to pro- 
tect. 

The public are willing to seo what Gov. 
Pickens will do. 

Congress has done nothing towards a set- 
tlement. 

Several crisis speeches per day, aro read 
of] in the House. 

It is rumored that Johnson, of Tennessee, 
•nd Wigfal, of Texas, aro going to fight a 
duel. 

The Montgomery (Ala.) Convention is in 
session, but has mado little progress. Ilowel 
Cobb is President.

STATES. 

Carson City, F«b. 10. 
Pony just arrived with the following 
news: 

St. Loon, Feb. 12. 
Nothing has occurred to change the situa- 
tion of affairs at the South since Ihe last 
Pony. The President communicated to 
Congress, last Monday, the correspondence 
between the South Carolina officials and the 
Federal Government, in which ihe latter 
adheres to the position already indicated, 
arid says, if hostilities are commenced South 
Carolina will be responsible. 

The idea, continues Mr. Buchanan, of 
negotiating for the transfer of the Govern- 
ment property cannot be entertained. 

The Southern Confederacy has elected 
Jell. Davis President, and Alex. Stephens, 
Vice President. Davis has telegraphed to 
Col. Hayne, urging lii.n not to precipitate 
matters relathe to Fort Stimpter. 

What action South Carolina may take haa 
not transpired. The impression is they will 
turn over matters to the new Southern gov- 
ernment, though sensation correspondents 
predict an attack on Fort Stimpter. 
. Stephens was nominated at Montgomery 
and made a speech congratulating the peo- 
ple upon the formation of a new confederacy. 

Congress has done nothing yet tending to 
the settlement of existing difficulties. A 
vote will be passed on the report of the 
Committee of Thirty-three this week. The 
proceedings, otherwise, are entirely devoid 
of interest. 

The twenty-five million loan hill has been 
approved by the President. Bankers at the 
North manifest a disposition not to take the 
loan unless the difficulties are settled. 

The Governor of Georgia had seizetl sev- 
eral New York vessels at Savannah in re- 
taliation for the seizure of arms in the city 
of New York, but subsequently released 
them on being informed of the restoration 
ot the arms. 

The returns of the Tennessee election 
indicate a triumphal success of the Union 
party for the Convention of that Slate. 

The Pennsylvania Legislature guarantees 
a portion of ihe new Government loans. 

The naval appropriation bill has passed 
the House. 

President Lincoln started from Spring- 
field yesterday, on his way to Washington, 
a number of his friends accompanying him. 
Before leaving he addressed a few feeling 
remarks lo his friends, referring to the im- 
portance of his mission and tho necessity 
of Divine aid to enable him to perform it 
successfully. He was enthusiastically re- 
ceived along the entire roule. 

At Indianapolis, Lincoln had a great re- 
ception, and made a speech in which he 
advanced the proposition that to march a 
hostile force into South Carolina, would be 
invasion, but lhal to hold and recover the 
forts and other property of tho Federal Gov- 
ernment would not he coercion, 

Several propositions in illustration of this 
view were advanced ; among thern was one 
that the State resisting was the party en- 
gaged in the work of coercion. He, in con- 
clusion, said he was not asserting anything, 
but asking questions for the people to con- 
sider and decide what was right and what 
was wrong. 

Tho Texas Convention has declared in 
favor of a Southern Confederacy. 

Five war vessels are reported off Pen- 
sacola. 

Col. Weller had arrived in Mexico. 
The Archbishop and Bishop wero stoned 
at Vera Cruz. 

EUROPEAN. 
An influential meeting had been held at 
Manchester to relieve the cotton trade from 
anxiety, resulting from dependence on the 
Southern Sates of the United Stales. Reso- 
lutions were passed recommending efforts 
commensurate with the danger, and approv- 
ing tho steps taken for the formation of a 
Cotton Supply Company-

Our New Land System. 



Millions of acres of waste or unproductive 
Crown lauds are of no available value. 
What Crown lands we have may lay idle 
year after year, or century after century, 
and the country be none ihe richer. The 
revenue of the State will neither be aug- 
mented not suffer diminution . unproduc- 
tive lands. If we would render (hem valu- 
able , wo should render lliem productive. If 
we wish to deriYO a revenue therefrom, they 
must be occupied, cultivated, ami made pro- 
ductive. We cannot occupy, cultivate, or 
render land productive without population. 
Population gives value lu land. Every 
house built, every furrow turned, every 
fence pnl up, every crop raised, acids to the 
value of the land. What before was unpro- 
ductive is rendered productive. Where no 
present and available value could be fixed, 
there then a market value; where there 
could be no r> venue raised there is an an- 
nually increasing revenue either derived 
from land sales, direct taxes, or in dot es 
p lid at the Customs on articles of consump- 
tion by the ooeu panis of the soil Unoccu- 
pied lauds may, then, be represented, lor all 
present and practical purposes, mathemati- 
cally by 0; oco.ipied land by 1. Unoc- 
cupied land is nothing; ocoupiad laud is 
something. With population unoccupied 
land may have a relative and prospective 
value. It is very clear, there ore, that any 
ne.v land .scheme should contain provisions 
■ favorable to population. It .should be broad- 
ly liberul ; the utmost latitude consistent | 
with public order should he allowed to set- 
tlers. All restrictions not absolutely essen- 
tial to public safety and well being should j 
be avoided. As we are situated away from 
all the great currents of immigration, we 
should devise a land syjtem so as to create 
a current of immigration ; ami not only lo 
attract immigration from abroad, but to re- 
tain those who have been attracted lo out- 
mines. Our new land system is too imper- 
fect to produce such a result. It is too. re- 
strictive to be pleasing to the population we 
have already ; and oilers too -small induce- 
ments lo create a Feeling in our favor abroad. 
It speaks of the expediency of making bona 
fide selt'ers; hut checks the very result 
which it professes such a strong desire lo 
attain. But it not nrerely confines bona 
fide settlers to nine insigniti cant districts, but 
it actually, or in effect, denies to any but 
British subjects the right to occupy tho soil. 

The second and third sections declare 
that British subjects may pre-empt in cer- 
tain, dhjtncts. ,-lf they have laken an oath 
of allegiance to a Foreign Sovereign or 
State, they are prohibited from recording a 
pre-emption claim except they luko pre- 
viously the oath of allegiance lo. the Queen 
before the Chief Justice of Vancouver Island. 
Aliens also are excluded from pre-emption, 
except they lake the oath of all. giance be- 
fore the Chief Justice. Thus it will be per- 
ceived the restrictions are doubled and tre- 
bled. Fist lo nine districts; second, to 
British subjects. We admit ii to have been 
an immemorial custom among nearly all 
civilized nations to prohibit aliens from be- 
coming owners of the .--oil. It look its rise 
in a barbarous age, when nomadic tribes 
like our Indians guarded their hunting 
grounds as their exclusive properly. Feu- 
dal tisanes in more modern times have en- 
grafted tho idea on the whole European 
stock. But more enlightened counsels be- 
gin o prevail. England at home has seen 
the folly of it, and has made a slop towards 
its removal. The United Stales requires a 
declanLti.m of intention as a condition pre- 
cedent in pre-- mptiug land; except in the 
organi/.atiu softies territories. Then more 
favorable privileges are eonferred-j and 
with a declaration ol intention the bonus 
of the fullest ternio ial political privileges 
am offered. It is virtu lly tantamount to 
no restriction in the now territories. In 
Votorin, (Australia), they made aliens into 
naturalized Bntis i subjects, so far as 
that colony was concerned, and entitled io 
every privilege but two, on taking tho oath 
of allegiance, after sixty days residence. In 
Canada, we believe, an alien may buy, sell, 
or bold real estate the Mime as a native or 
naturalized British subject. In the Lower 
Provinces, any alien may buy or hold two 
hundred acres of laud without any oath of 
allegiance. Here, however, an alien cannot 
pre-empt a foot of la .d without swearing 
allegiance. Here, whore we want popula- 
tion, we are foolish enough to believe that 
an oalh of allegiance will make aliens re- 
main longer in the country. A more foolish 
idea was never started. If interest will nol 
cause them to remain, oaths never will. 
But in the first place, Gov. Douglas has no 
authoiity to make it a law for aliens to lake 
on oath of allegiance. He ie not tho law- 



making power. lie cannot naturalize any- 
body. The Queen may make a denizen 
but not a subject ; Parliament naturalises. 
In England, an Imperial statute now natu- 
ralizes aljens. Here there is no naturaliza- 
tion law. The local Assembly may natural- 
ize; but the Governor cannot. Of what 
value, then, is an alien's oath of allegiance'? 
He only obtains i no privileg — that is, to 
pre-empt land. If othei privileges were 
added, it might be turned lo some account 
But as is now stands, it would require an 
act of indemnity from the Assembly to 
guarantee aliens in the possession of the 
pre-emptions, even after an oalh of alle- 
giance is laken. If no such act were passed, 
thou land could be escheated at the pleasure 
of the Government. The restriction on 
aliens in thu land proclamation then 
amounts to nothing hut a deception. If 
they take the oalh of allegiance they are 
not Btilila subjects. If they tfikfl it and 
pre-empt, an act of indemnity will be re- 
quired. The legal value of the oalh is, 
therefovo, nothing; and the alien at any 
moment may be stripped of his laud. Such 
a state of things is diametrically opposed to 
the principle of rendering the Cruwn lands 
productive. 

Whether, we ask, is it better to allow 
aliens to occupy the Crown lands or tho In- 
dia, s > Whether is it heller to let foreign- 
ers without an oath of allttcianco make un- 
productive lands productive, add wealth to 
the country, or leave them in the bauds of 
hordes of savages to produce nothing ! Are 
savage British subjects alien to the Anglo- 
Saxon race, more desirable inhabitants than 
civilized foreigners, belonging to, our com- 
mon slock ? Aie not die restrictions to 
nine districts, and I he exclusion of aliens 
and British subjects who have taken an 
oaih of allegiance lo a foieign state, tanta- 
mount to a preference for the savage over 
the civilized man? The answers lo these 
questions aie self-evident; and from con- 
siderations based purely on our.iuteresls. do 
not they show the proclamation to be illib- 
eral, impracticable, and unsuilcd to the exi- 
gencies of the colony. The proclamation 
talks of expediency. Is it expedient io 
pievent a white population settling in the 
country '. Snail we drive away British sub- 
jects, because in an unguarded .moment 
they ma\ have contracted a double nllegi- 
auce 1 Repul them because they will not 
swear back, when they are willing to make 
their homes in the country? Is not their home, 
their expended labor on our sod, the best of 
all guarantees lor loyalty ! Again, we ask 
who are the best British subjects : — They 
who never forswore their Queen, but either 
enact laws which retard, and refuse to enact 
laws to advance the country, or they who 
once have forsworn, but return to their native 
soil ami' are willing to render our lands and 
industrial resources productive ! It requires 
no argument to prove which is the best 
citrzeu. YVe'thorefdro as a matter of ex- 
pediency and principle .vould raise no ob- 
stacle to double-allegiance Englishmen, or 
aliens. We want them and more. We 
waul all the population we can get. What- 
ever eoiir-ide; at ion may herea ter be paid lo 
such nice distinctions, wo cannot afford to 
raise ihom now. Our loyally, wo hope, has 
the ring of the true sterling metal; but we' 
should lie sor»y indeed to find it made ol 
such drossy Bluff as l> sacrifice the pro- 
ductiveness and prosperity of the country 
to a mere idea; irnd more particularly when 
there is no Imperial statute to sanction it, 
and give it force and effect against English; 
men born. 

In section nine, another curious clause 
is brought to light. Pre emptora on the un- 
surveyed land in the nine districts have to 
pay as soon as the land is surveyed. Pre- 
emptors on the surveyed laud have one, two 
and three years lo pay in instalments. The 
idea apparently is that men are to be pro- 
hibited from settling on the unsurveyed 
lands, if possible. The land may be sur- 
veyed within a month after pre-emption, and 
it may be done purposely. Shall the pre- 
emptor on the unsurveyed lands then be 
treated ditlerently from iho pro-OMptor on 
the surveyed lands? Wo fail to compre- 
hend su:h a land system. It may be that 
we are stupid, yet we are inclined to think 
stupidity would be muoll more properly 
charged to the accent of bur Crown-sod 
statesmen. Whether the proclamation is 
supplementary or whether it is inn land 
law in its entirety, no one can tell by read- 
ing it. Whether speculators may buy up 
the country on the ol 1 system, there is not a 
word pro or con; and on the whole the new 
land decree looks like a great failure. It 
mayi l iL 'e a singed cat, In better than it 
looks; Inn we s iriously doubt whether any 
progress in settlement will bo made till it is 

pplanteu by something better.

An English Attorney Admitted. — 
A lata number of the Sail Francisco Mirror, 
contains tlie following: 

In the County Court this morning, it was 
moved that John G. Wight, Esq., be ncl- 
» milted to practice as an Attorney ami Coun- 
sellor of that Court, Mr. Wight, who but 
recently came down from Victoria, is a 
British subject, and the interesting question 
aroso whether any but a citizen could be 
admitted. The Court, however, decided in 
the affirmative, provided Mr. W. swore to 
support the Constitution of the United Slates, 
•which he accordingly did. The British, 
who refused to allow American Attornies 
to practice in the Courts ut Victoria, should 
take a lesson from our example. 

Painful Rumor.— Letters wore received 
in this city yesterday from San Francisco, 
which stated that a rumor prevailed there to 
the effect that the ship Darid Brown, thencp 
for New York, had foundered at sea, and 
that but two lives had been saved. On 
board the David Brown we,re the lady of 
ftlaior Geo'ge F. Foster, M. P., P., and two 
children, Mrs. Murray, sister of Edwaad 
Green, Esq., and Mrs. James Qoldins, and 
one child, all former residents of Victoria, 
who were on their way to England. The 
rumor is a most painlul one, and needs con- 
firmation. We sincerely trust it may provo 
unfounded. 

The Squaw Murder. — The Indian, ar- 
rested on suspicion of having murdered the 
Ilydah squaw on Monday lust, was again up 
yesterday before the Police Magistrate. He 
turns out to bo a Cowicliati Indian from 
near San Juan harbor. Some years ago his 
tribe was a very numerous one, but through 
wars and disease it has been reduced to only 
twenty men anil women. He still expresses 
his entire innocence of the charge, and says 
that he has been told by the Soiigish In- 
dians that a Macaw or Cape Flattery Indian 
is tho guilty party. 

A New Governor for British Coli/si- 
bia. — San Juan Island. — A private letter 
was received here yesterday, from London, 
which stated that a Governor had been ap- 
pointed for British Columbia, who would 
take his departure for the scene of his fururo 
labors as soon as possible. The name of 
the appointee is not staled ; but implicit 
faith is placed upon the .statement by the 
parlies receiving it. The letter further 
states that the impression at the Colonial 
oliice is that San Juan Island will be given 
to the Americans. 

Another Muruer. It was reported late 
last night that the Hydah Indians had mur- 
dered a Songish near the Esquimali road, 
in revenge for the squaw found murdered 
on Monday. We visaed the Songish camp 
at 12 o'clock last night, and found them in 
a grout state of excitement — the news hav- 
ing just been brought in by one of their tribe. 
Beyond Indian statements we were unable 
to trace the report.

CALIFORNIA. 

Dates from California are to the 28th 
February ; 

Gabriel B. Post, an old and esteemed 
merchant of San Francisco, died Feb. 2o'th. 

The P. M. S. S. Co. has sold to Holliday 
& Flint six of their steamers, including 
those plying in the trade of the northern 
coast. 

The California Stale Senate passed the 
Union resolutions which have been so long 
under discussion, by a decideil majority, 
alter the adoption of an amendment " depre- 
cating coersive measures in any event." 

Throughout the State, ami in San Fran- 
cisco especially, with demonstrations of en- 
thusiastic devotion to the Union, the 22d of 
February was celebrated as a national lioli- 
day. Eugene Cusserly, Esq., presided at 
the Union mass meeting in San Francisco. 
The most conservative arul conciliatory tone 
characterized all the proceedings of the day. 

No U. S. Senator has yet been elected, 
and the prevalent opinion was that none will 
be at this session of tho Legislature. 

Chas. Whitney, brother of ex-Chief Engi- 
neer Whitney of the San Francisco Fire De- 
partment, is dead. 

The stores of F. & J, Daly and Mrs. Irvine, 
fancy dry goods, and a dry goods store on 
the east side of Montgomery street, near 
Sutter, were destroyed by fire Feb. lillh. 

Oscar E. Goldsmith alias Wolfe, a printer, 
committed suicide at San Francisco on the 
23il, by taking morphine. 

Augustus Haraszthy, formerly in el tor and 
and refiner at the Sari Francisco mint, was 
on trial at San Francisco on the old charge 
of embezzling S 1 50,000 belonging to the 
United States. 

The first and only Palmetto flag raised on 
the Pacilic coast was hoisted Feb. 19. h, on 
board of a schooner going out of tue slip 
bet.veen Washington and Clay street 
wharves The thing was observed by seve- 
ral persons who ran to the end of the wharf, 
close to which the crnft was obliged to be 
steered to gel by a vessel which lay across 
the entrance to the slip ; they ordcied the 
men in charge to haul down the obnoxious i 
bunting, threatening to enforce their demands 
in a summary manner if it was not instantly j 
done; some boys commenced pelting t'.e 
men at the helm with potatoes, of which 
many sacks were piled upon the wharf. 
Seeing these demonstrations, the men on 
board the schooner hastily pulled down the 
flag, but this did not satisfy the crowd, who 
ordered Uic stars anil stripes to he run up, 
which was immediately done, and the iuu 
was over. 

THE S TATES. 

Rumors are afloat relating to some new 
scheme lor re-opening the Tehauntepco 
rouie Ij California, It is said that several 
millions of capital have already been sub- 
scribed in New Voik, and that Duncan, 
Sherman „ Co., ate some way engaged in 
the matter. 

Tlie Tennessee Delegation are in receipt 
of dispatches showing the result of the 
election in that Slate. The Union men 
have carried everything before them by 
overwhelming majorities. I 

Col. Judge had an interview with the 
President, on the loth Feb., at Washington, 
who received him as a distinguished citizen 
of Alabama, but not in an official capacity ; 
nor would he enter into any discussion of 
the subject of his miss on— to treat for llie 
surrender of the arsenals and other public 
property in that State. 

The members of the Montgomery Con- 
gress have advised their friends here that 
Ministers have been appointed to represent 
the interests of the Southern Confederacy 
in Europe. 

The Peace Conference Committee will 
report shortly. Various plans are under 
consideration, but the indications are that 
the Border States' r solutions will meet 
with the most favor, and the general opin- 
ion is that the Conference will adopt some 
such plan, including the division ol the ter- 
ritory by the line of Mb' deg., north of which 
shivery will be prohibited — south of it, to 
be determined by the people, without Con- 
gressional or other legislative interference; 

It is understood that the delegates to the 
Convention from Ohio, with the exception 
of Gov. Chase, are in favor ol conciliation, 
and that the Pennsylvania delegation is 
radically opposed to compromise. The suc- 
cess of Corwin'.s proposition is regarded 
certain, with slight modifications. 

A gentleman from the interior of New 
York, owner of much property in Washing- 
ton, tendered it to General Scott for military 
purposes, if desired. 

The Virginia Commissioners have re- 
solved to declare llie determination of the 
South to accept no settlement of the Terri- 
torial question which is not applicable to all 
future acquisitions. 

Ths secessionists are earnestly urging the 
Commissioners from the Southern States to 
demand the withdrawal of Federal tioops 
from Washington before taking action. 

Capt, Fellou, of Maryland, attached to 
the navy arid member of the Light House 
Board, committed suicide recently by blow- 
ing out hi.s brains with a pistol, lie had, 
for some lime, been much depressed, owing 
to tho political standing of the country. 

Gen. Scott has issued the following. order: — 
1. Officers on leave of absence who have been 
absent from duty for a period of eight months 
will immediately proceed to join their respective; 
companies or stations. Officers absent for a less 
period, but whoso leave of absence exceeds eight 
mouths, will, In liko manner, return to duly at 
the expiration of that number of months. 2. Of- 
ficers absent on account of sickness will present 
themselves to a medical officer of the army for 
examination, who in his report— forwarded to 



army headquarters for decision — will give a 
minute history of the case, distinctly stating 
whether the officer can, without injury to h.s 
health, travel to his station ; whether his Station 
is In a section of country likely to retard his res- 
toration to health; and also whether proper 
medinl attention, in every respect, can there be 
rendered. 

Instructions have been given to the Post- 
masters on the Atlantic to keep tho mail 
matter of Oregon separate from that of other 
Slates, and to send it direct to Portland. 

The secession battery at Vicksbu rg, on the 
Mississippi river, has been withdrawn. 

.Justice Taney has refuse;' to issue pro- 
cesses upon the affidavit of Mr. Treadwell, 
ol New Yoik, charging Messrs. Toombs 
and Cobb with treason and misprison of 
treason. 

MEXICO. 

New Orleans, Feb. 11. — The steamer 
Velasco arrived at Havana from Vera Cruz, 
bringing the exiled foreign Ministers and 
General Miramon. 

The Papal Nuncio was insulted at Vera 
Cruz, and luok refuge in the French Con- 
sulate. 

Miramon escaped il sguised, after passing 
through great dangers, i 

Tlie Archbishop and Bishops are all ex- 
iled. The populace stoned them at Vera 
Cruz, and they were afterwards detained by 
the authorities for trial. 

Mr. Weller, American Minister, was re- 
ceived oi; the 30lh ult. 

EUROPEAN INTELLIGENCE. 
The Bombay mail of Dec. 27th had arrived 
at Kngland. Great indignation was felt at 
tho late grants to the descendants of Tippo 
Sahib. 

Lord John Russell, in a letter tendered to 
the cotion manufacturers, through the Man- 
chester Chamber of Commerce, the services I 
of British Consuls in cotton-pruduciug dis-| 
iricls, to assist in determining the possibility 
ol obtaining from other sources such supplies 
as may compensate for a possible fulling 
oil under the American crisis. 

There were vague rumors of 200 gun- 
boats having been given to private builders. 

Renewed efforts were making at Limer-i 
ick lo transler the Gal way steam line to the 
Shannon. 

France had intimated to other Govern- 
meats interested, the necessity of n Confer- 
ence of their Representatives. oil or before 
the 15th of February, to consider tho ques-j 
lion of Syria, as the French occupation 
would cease in March. 

The Sardinians entered the Roman States on 
Jan. 2'2d, ami dispersed reactionary bands, and 
burned the convent at Casmella. 

Immense activity exists at the Toulon arsenal, 
as if the French Government intends lo send 
thirty-tour ships to sea, together with twenty steel 
clad frigates. 

France is said to he making extraordinary 
military and naval preparations The excuse is 
the menacing attitude of Germany towaid Den- 
mark, and the speech uf the King of Prussia, 

la Denmark tho Minister of Marino has or- 
dered the equipment of twenty-two steamers, and 
the reserve corps of sailors aro ordered to as- 
semble by the 2Ut of March. A Committee had 
been appointed to purchase gnu-boats. 

Tho London J'uJ's Paris correspondent says 
the opinion gains ground that tho terms indi- 
cated by the friends of Garibaldi rather give new 
guarantees of the peace of the world than tend to 
disturb. 

The first negro slaves directly imported into 
Cuba were forty negroes brought from the Cape 
de Verde Islands in lob'2. They were sold for 
about $50 or §69 each. 

The telegraphic lines of Russia have advanced 
into Asia, and are progressing with extraordinary 
rapidity. Siberia will soon be traversed by them ; 
and it is said that the Russian Government pro- 
pose to connect Siberia with America, by means 
nf a submarine line along me Aleutian Islands. 

The Journal <!es liebats, the most influential 
paper in France, says of the proposed "South- 
ern Confederacy :" "Let it pursue its own way; 
but once more must it be pronounced that there 
is not a corner upon tlie c.irth where it will liud 
sympathy and assistance." 

The batteries of Gnela unexpee'edly 
opened on the morning of the 2'Jd of Janu- 
ary a heavy fire against ihe Sardinians. The 
latter promptly replied arid compelled the 
palace lo remain silent, and the besiegers 
continued the fire. Fourteen vessels were 
before Gaeta at noon on the -2d. The fleet 
go into line. The Sardinians wer» actively 
erecting new batteries. Sardinian troops 
had been dispatched to the Abruzzi mid 
Calabria, whore reactionary movements 
wen! everywhere suppressed. Garibaldi 
calls for fresh donations io procure necessary 
means fur facilitating to Victor Emanuel the 
enfranchisement of ihe rest of Italy. The 
Vigilance Committee is urged to penetrate 
every Italian with Ihe idea that in the spring 
Italy must have a million of patriots undei 
nrins. Col. Turr had returned to Turin from 
a visit to Garibaldi. Hd reported that tho 
hitter had sent a message nl conciliation to 
Cavour, and had given up his attack oil Ve- 
neris as inexpedient. Another version says 
Garibaldi declines to adjourn the woik of 
deliverance unless Parliament relieves him 
of solemn engagements. At last dates the 
bombardment still continued, and was doing 
much damage. 

LATER FROM CHINA. 

The clipper ship Mary Whitridge arrived at San 
Francisco, Feb. 27, in oi'J.'a days from Hongkong, 
bringing dates thence to the 10th January. She 
reports that two days before her departure, the U. 
S. gunboat Dacotah had arrived at that port with 
her boilers burnt out. 

The new treaties have produced no beneficial 
results. The liritish treaty had been officially an- 
nounced at Shanghae, Foochow, Amoy and Can- 
ton, and was recognized by Ihe authorities at those 
places. At Swatow, however, the treaty was so 
unpopular that even its promulgation wits resisted. 

At Canton, difficulties had occurred on account 
of tho foreigners in the Custom-house. If the 
Allied garrison were withdrawn, th I institution 
would not be suffered to exist for a day. 

The Chinese have increased the transit fees, 
greatly Ul tlie injury of liritish commerce, which 
is directly taxed to defray the expenses of the late 
war. 

The Overland Trade lleport, of Hongkong, se- 
verely censures the liritish Commissioners for 
connivance at the frauds and evils of the Cuban 
Coolie trade. 

The French Missionaries have had difficulties 
with the laeping rebels, growing out of the reli- 
gions prejudices of the latter, which compelled the 
Missionaries to suspend their labors on the Yang- 

tzso. 

A succession of terrible typhoons had occurred 
on ihe coast of Japan, in which two British and 
one Prussian vessel were supposed to have been 
lost. 

In Manila, the small-pox was committing great 
ravages, especially among tho Chinese immi- 
grants.
